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AN INTERESTING COPYRIGHT QUESTION, 


Tue following Opinion is printed for the purpose | 


of giving to the Trade the views of a gentleman 
eminent in the law, and who has devoted especial 
study to the copyright law in its various phases. 
How far the privilege of reprinting copyrighted 
matter without permission can properly extend is 
a question of the first importance to the whole 


Trade. We may add that this opinion is only 


used as an illustration of the general principles | 


involved—the question at issue in this particular 
case having been amicably adjusted between the 
parties named. 

Opixion.—Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, of Boston, 


have submitted to me a book published by Messrs. , 


B. & H., of this city, entitled “Home Ballads by 
our Home Poets,” and containing, among other 
poems, “The Village Blacksmith,” by Longfellow, 


“The Heritage,” by James Russell Lowell, “ The | 


Quaker Widow,” by Bayard Taylor, “On Lending 
a Punch Bowl,” by Oliver Wendell Holmes, “A 
Ballad of Sir John Franklin,’ by Geo. H. Boker, 
“The Family Meeting,” by Charles Sprague, “ Foot- 
steps of Angels,” by Longfellow, and “Rhyme of 
the Rail,” by John G. Saxe. Each of these poems 


is a subject of copyright, either in the name of the | 


author, or in the names of Ticknor & Fields, in 
trust for the author; being embraced, in each in- 
stance, in the volumes of the works of the respective 
authors heretofore published and entered for copy- 
right. Ticknor & Fields have, by contract with 
these authors, the sole right of publication of their 
works. 

The question submitted is, whether an injunction, 
as for an infringement of copyright, can be obtained 
to restrain this publication. 

This question must be answered as if it were

It cannot be doubted that when a book, the con- 
tents of which are original, has been duly entered 
for copyright, the book as a whole, and every part of 
it, is under the protection of the statute; and who- 
ever reprints that book or any part of it, without 


the license of the owner of the copyright, incurs the | 


penalties of the statute, and is liable to an injunc- 
tion. This has been so repeatedly held, in relation 
to detached passages, as well as to the entire con- 
tents of books, that it is unnecessary to cite deci- 
sions, in order to establish the proposition that there 
may be a piracy by taking a less quantity than the 
whole of what is contained in any protected publi- 
cation. Still, this application of the law of copy- 
right is subject to certain exceptions, which grow 
out of the usages of the literary world, and to 
which courts of equity and courts of law will both 
give effect, from what may be called the necessities 
of literature. Thus, it is well established that there 
is what has been called the license of fair quotation ; 
which means, that there is a liberty, within reason- 
able limits, of quoting from any protected publica- 
tion, for the purpose of fair and honest illustration. 
This license of fair quotation has been said by a 
great judge to be very difficult to define. (Lord 
Eldon, in Wilkens v. Aiken, 17 Ves. Jr.,422.) But

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| while it is difficult to define it abstractly, so as to 
embrace all cases, it is not impossible upon the facts 
of any particular case to determine whether the 
quotation was made for the purpose of reaping pecn- 
niary profit by the sale of what belongs to another, 
|or was made for the purpose of illustrating fairly 
what the person using the extract desired to em- 
bellish or to enforce by means of it. 

There is also the license of criticism ; which means, 
in the view of courts of justice, that for the purpose 
of discussing the merits of an author, passages from 
' his work may be quoted ; and the idea that the in- 
sertion of such extracts tends to increase the sale 
of the works from which they are taken has been 
judicially recognized, and is admitted to be practi- 
'eallytrue. (Bell v. Whitehead, 17 Law Journ., 142.) 
But this leads of necessity to a limitation upon the 
right of criticism; for it has been held that a re- 
view may amount to a piracy, if the extracts are so 
extensive as to serve practically as a substitute for 

the book reviewed. (Rowooth v. Wilkes, 1 Campb., 
| 94, 98.) 

But, beyond these two exceptions, I know of no 
warrant, that has been judicially recognized, for 
taking any part of the works of an original author 
which are under the protection of a copyright, and 
printing it without his permission. Compilations, 
which are made up by taking specimens of the 
| writings of different authors, either in prose or 
| poetry, whether for the purposes of education or 
' entertainment, are, strictly speaking, violations of 

the copyrights of the several authors whose works 
are protected by copyright, and can be justified 
only by showing an actual or an implied special 
license. It may be comparatively easy to show 
|the latter, because courts would readily infer a 
tacit special permission, after the lapse of some 
time. arising out of the consideration that the repu- 
tation of the author is to a certain degree promoted 
by such publications, and the technical injury may 
therefore be presumed to have been waived. But 
if an author proceeds promptly.to assert his strict 
rights, it is not an answer to his claim of exclusive 
| property to say that the quantity taken is small, or 
that the multiplication of copies of that quantity 
is a benefit tohim. He has a right to forego that 
benefit, if he sees fit, and to judge of what his own 
‘interest requires. 
It is true that these principles have not always 
| been acted upon, and that it has taken some time 
| to develop them into their full and just propor- 
tions. About the middle of the last century, no 
less a book than Dr. Johnson’s “ Rasselas” was the 
subject of an unsuccessful suit in equity for an in- 
|fringement. A magazine published by the defen- 
|dant had ingeniously printed the narrative of that 
|celebrated tale, leaving out the reflections. The 
suit, it is said, failed chiefly upon the ground that 
| Dodsley, the proprietor of Dr. Johnson’s copyright, 
| had himself printed an abstract of the book in the 
| * Annual Register.” (Dodsley v. Kinnersley, Ambl., 
|403.) At the present day, this objection would be 
considered utterly untenable. But the law of copy- 
| right was then in its infancy in England ; and from 
| that period to the case in which the poet Campbell, 
}in 1840, complained of the unauthorized publica- 
'tion of his poems in a book of specimens of 
| Modern English Poetry,” the law had undergone 
|a great expansion. This book, interspersed with 
| criticisms and biographical notices, gave six entire 
| poems and extracts from other poems written by 
|Mr. Campbell, which were under the protection of 
‘copyright. The defence was that the case came 
within the exception in favor of criticism and fair 
quotation ; or, if not, that no injury had been done 
to the plaintiff. But the Vice-Chancellor held that 
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the book could not be considered as a book of criti- 


cism; and upon the point of injury, he held that, | 


as what had been done was against the right of the 
plaintiff, he was himself the person best able to 
judge of that, and that where the court could clearly 
see that there had been anything done which tend- 
ed to an injury, the proper rule was to follow the 
legal right and grant an injunction. (Campbell v. 
Scott, 11 Simons, 31.) 

Much more recently (in 1855) an action at law 
was sustained in England in the Court of Common 
Pleas for an infringement which consisted in taking 
the marginal notes only of law cases reported in 
“The Jurist,” and arranging them in the form of a 
digest. Mr. Justice Cresswell expressed the true 
legal distinction between what is and what is not 
permissible, as follows: “ This portion of the plain- 
tiff’s work is taken, not for the purpose of comment- | 
ing on it, not for the purpose of illustrating any-_ 
thing, but for the purpose of making it the subject 
matter of sale in itself, and of selling it for itself, 
though it is sold together with other things that are 
taken from other books.” (Sweet v. Benning, 30 Eng. 
Law and Eq. R., 461.) 

The book submitted to me— Home Ballads by 
our Home Poets”—makes no pretension to be a 
work of criticism ; and to just the extent to which 
it makes use of the works of poets whose produc- 
tions are protected by copyrights, it furnishes a 
substitute for the copies which the writers through 
their authorized publishers offer to the public. If 
the law will take notice of any infringement which 
consists in the unauthorized publication of extracts, 
upon the ground that such publications furnish | 
substitutes for the original works, it would seem 
that this rule ought specially to be applied to a/| 
poem which is complete in itself, | 

But it is suggested, I understand, that these | 
poems have been copied without objection in news- 
papers and in books designed to teach reading in 
schools, and so that they have passed into the 
literature of the country, from which any person is 
at liberty to copy them. Great discrimination, 
however, is to be used before it can be assumed 
that any original composition, once entered for 
copyright, has become public property during the 
term of the copyright. This suggestion brings into 
view the doctrine of what is called dedication or 
abandonment to the public. It is a rule of law that | 
the abandonment of a legal right must be proved 
by clear and unequivocal acts of surrender on the | 
part of the holder of that right. In the case of a/| 
literary copyright there may be two kinds of per- | 
missive publication: one limited, and the other | 
general. If an author stands by and permits a} 
publication which is neither restricted as to the | 
persons by whom or the purposes for which it is | 
made, it is a just inference that he has dedicated | 
his book to the public for unlimited uses, including | 
all forms of publishing and republishing. But if! 
he acquiesces only in a particular kind of publica- 
tion by others, in respect to which acquiescence he | 
may well be supposed to be governed by the motive 
of extending the sale of his’ work, or even the in- | 
crease of his fame, the publication is limited, and | 
no presumption of any general abandonment arises; | 
and if, during all the time that he tacitly or ex- | 
pressly permits such special publications, he keeps | 
his work before the public under a perpetual claim 
and notice of copyright, in conformity with the | 
Statute, and by the purchase of such authorized | 
copies the public acquiesce in his claim, the idea of 
an abandonment is in contemplation of law ex- 
cluded. In the case of such productions as these 
poems, which, J am instructed, have always been 

is the authorized publishers of the 
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| writers under a claim of copyright, and have always 


continued to be purchased by the public with an 
acquiescence in that claim, I am clearly of opinion 
that no abandonment or dedication to the public 
could be inferred from their occasional publication 
in newspapers, or from their introduction into 
school-books. The permission of such publications 


|is entirely consistent with the claim of copyright. 
|In Mr. Campbell’s ease it was attempted to be 


shown that three out of the six poems copied by 
the defendant were not taken from his own current 
edition of his works. But as they were under the 
protection of a copyright, the court held the source 
from which the defendant copied them to be imma- 
terial. 

That the “ Trade” will in general acquiesce in the 
justice of the principles on which I have answered 
this case may be expected from this consideration : 
that if two complete poems by Mr. Longfellow, or 
one by Mr. Lowell, &c. &c., can be published by the 
defendants in one of their volumes of ninety-six 
pages, interspersed among other poems by other 
authors, fifty or a hundred such volumes so com- 


| posed may be made to include the whole of the 


works of those poets, and of all the other poets in 
the country, and thus their copyrights might be 


completely annihilated. This consideration would 


be of great significance in the view of a court of 
equity. 

I am of opinion that this publication is a techni- 
cal infringement, and that the injurious tendency 
is sufficiently apparent to be made the ground for 
an injunction.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, August 4, 1865. 

We have had the anniversary meetings of the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres and of 
the French Academy. The former was dull. M. 
Egger and M. Guigniaut are extremely disagreeable 
speakers, and both had ungrateful subjects ; I may 
add, the thermometer indicated the heat to be 90°, 
Athens itself is Boeotia at that temperature. M. 
Guigniaut gave-us the life of the late M. Etienne 
Quatremére, who was an ill-natured oriental scholar. 
Here I abandon the subject, for a morose fellow 
who was deep in Abdallah-ben-Zobair and the 
Kitab-al-Agani, and whose ambition was to compile 
a compendious polyglot dictionary of Arabian, Per- 
sian, Oriental Turkish, Syriac, Coptic, Ethiopian, 
and Armenian, is not a companion for the dog-days. 
I spare you too the list of prices, as I am still bleed- 
ing from the stroke you gave me last year with 
your scissors when I, without consideration for the 
season we were in, attempted to make you recite 
the canonized names to your subscribers. 

The meeting of the French Academy was quite 
interesting, for we had M. Sainte Beuve to read the 
report on the charities of the Academy, M. Villemain 
to give us the report on the Academy’s rewards of 
literature, and M. St. Mare Girardin to read an ex- 
tract from his forthcoming work on “ La Fontaine.” 
This was the first time I remember to have heard 
M. Sainte Beuve speak at the Academy. M. St. 
Mare Girardin is always welcome, for he adds to 
talents a diction as perfect as Rachel’s was. M. 
Villemain is too old a favorite to be seen with any 
sentiment but great pleasure. 

See how I am turning round and round the pieces 
I heard to discover if I cannot wrench off a morsel 
for you. There are portions of M. Sainte Beuve’s 
report I am almost irresistibly tempted to break off 
for you: for instance, his history of Montyon’s 
scheme; his description of the patient tenacity 
with which the historian of the Grand Army (Gen. 
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Philippe de Segur), despite his eighty odd years,

The Academy gave M. Ed. Plouvier the prize of 
1200f. which M. de Landry founded after witness- 
ing a performance of Count Alfred de Vigny’s Chat- 
terton. M. Plouvier began life as a shoemaker, and 
by great exertion he has risen to a respectable, but 
this prize would show not a lucrative, position as 
an author. 

M. Francisque Bouvet published, two years ago, 
a book against the temporal power of the Pope; he 
was at that time French Consul at Port Maurice. 
The rule of the French government is that no 
diplomatic or consular agent shall publish any 
political work without the consent of the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. M. Bouvet failed to obtain the 
consent of the latter, and the work appeared under 
the pseudonym Philothée. He some time after- 
wards wrote a note to the newspapers (when the 
book was placed in the Index by the Inquisition at 
Rome) that he was the author. He has been re- 
called and placed on the retired list for insubordi- 
nation. 

The Prussian Government has seized the Sth vol- 
ume of Varnhagen d’Ense’s “Journal;” the other 
volumes, except the first, were seized upon their 
publication. 

A Parisian editor recently asked Dr. Ricord, the 
eminent medical practitioner and writer, to publish 
his memoirs in the former’s newspaper. The Doc- 
tor replied : “My memoirs ? Why | never thought of 
such a thing! Shall I call them ‘The Speculum 
applied to the XIXth Century ?’ ” 

M. Victorien Sardou, the well-known dramatic 
author, has been elected a member of the municipal 
council of Marly-le-Roy, the village near Paris where 
he resides. His revenue from the theatre last year 
was $30,000. 

I have to record the death of Kasangian, the 
Armenian of the Imperial Library, of whom I gave 
you asketch last year. He fell dead of apoplexy 
while reading in the chamber he has occupied these 
fifty years gone. It seems he was a priest of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and came to Paris in 1800 
with the French Army on its return from Egypt. 
He celebrated mass daily in a small chapel of Ste.

“Monde Illustré;” but they were filled with pro- | 
voking lines of asterisks. .. M. Victor Hugo has 
sold to M. Lacroix, the well-known Belgian pub- 
lisher, the copyright of the first edition of a volume 
of poetry (“‘ Echoes of the Woods and Streets”), of a 
volume of plays, and of a novel in three vols. 
(“Sea Laborers’’), which will be given us this fall, 
next spring, and next fall in the order in which they 
are mentioned. .. M. Lacroix is to publish Proud- 
hon’s complete works. .. Some Frenchman, who 
probably has relations with old Nick, has brought 
out “J. Wilkes Booth’s Autobiography and Con- 
fessions,” which he pledges his word are authentic. 
Mr. Edwin Booth ought to take measures to sup- 
press this publication. Let him write to the 
Minister of Justice and pray him to make the Attor- 
ney-General bring suit for its suppression as a fraud

Now the best thing that his American 
republishers could have done under the circum- 
stances would have been either to adapt those 
references to the American edition of Hamilton, 
or to add the proper references thereto. These re-

ScHILLEr’s KALENDAR.—There was lately found in 
Wurtemburg, of which he was a native, the calendar 
or interleaved almanack, from 1795 to 1805, in which 
Schiller entered memoranda about himself, his 
works, his friends, his daily doings, his wardrobe, 
and even his wine-cellar. These have been pub- 
lished in a book by M. Cotta, at Stuttgart. From 
this we learn that Schiller finished his ‘“ Phedra” 
in twenty-six days—that he began “ Wallenstein” 
on the 22d of October, 1796, and completed it on the 
17th of March, 1799, having devoted twenty entire 
months to the three plays—that on the 14th of June 
he finished “ The Diver,” on the 19th “ The Glove,” 
and on the 24th “ The Ring of Polycrates”—and that 
Goethe received six free copies of Schiller’s periodi- 
cal, the Horen.

many years President of the Medical Society of Brus- 
sels, editor of “ Le Journal de Médecine,” and author 
of many valuable sanitary reports of the Brussels 
| Board of Health, of which he was one of the found- 
ers; Archdeacon Wilkins, at Southwell, England, 
aged eighty, who graduated at Cambridge in 1807,

A careful exa- 
mination of the interior revealed a dozen models of 
figures, and other objects, such as plants, &c., all
